the first tim e disclosed in alm ost its 
full proportions by the rem oval wf 
the partition wall, when the corre­ 
spondent visited the tom b this morn­ 
ing. 
The first im pression of this gigan­ 
tic receptacle fo rthe dead, its sides 
resplendent w ith decorations of blue 
and gold, set against a background 
of brightly colored paintings on yel­ 
low’, was almost overwhelming. 
The 
feeling was of som ething incredibly 
bizarre—som ething th a t seemed ut­ 
terly to banish the presence of death 
in this casket of wonderful artistry. 
One of the first details to catch the 
eye was the fact th at the golden lid 
of the canopy does not, as one im­ 
agined from the view obtained from 
the opening in the wall, slope down 
from one end to the other. 
It rises 
again at the other 
end, 
giving a 
graceful carved effect which is de­ 
clared by competent authority to be 
unique in Egyptology. The lid is not 
solid but liollow’ed out, roofing over a 
space of about four feet betw een the 
first and second shrines. 
In this space 
the 
correspondent 
w’as able to see—for the doors of the 
first shrine had been rem oved—a re­ 
m arkable species of wooden rack or 
scaffolding, erected to carry the im­ 
mense golden 
spangled 
linen pall 
resting over the second shrine. It is 
very like open wooden cage work and 
is painted a glistening black with 
heavily gilded carved feet. 
In the 
front w here the rem oval of the doors 
of the first shrine renders it clearly 
visible, it is seen to be made of twro 
parts rath er aw kw ardly bolted to­ 
gether with tw’o large bolts, probably 
wooden. 
From the top hangs the 
ragged edge of the pall, turned black­ 
ish brown with age, showing where 
the part which concealed the doors 
of the second 
shrine 
had 
broken 
away. 
This part of the pall, except 
for a sm all piece crum bling on the 
ground, has already been removed to 
the nearby laboratory. 
The golden rosettes, about the size 
of a half dollar, w ith which the pall 
is abundantly spangled, still sparkle 
in the rays of the powerful arc lights 
used by the excavators. 
These ros­ 
ettes are certainly m etal but prob­ 
ably not gold, more likely gilded cop­ 
per. 
Behind the rack the golden doors 
of the second shrine glisten dully, 
the two bolts, one above and one be­ 
low yet sternly guarding the secret 
tomb. 
In the middle, set in either batten 
of the doors are two metal rings, let 
into the wood side by side to which 
were attached seals which Howard 
Carter,

work, had previously removed. 
The 
doors are engraved with exquisitely 
chiseled figure 5 of goddesses in the 
attitude of prayer, while above them 
is the projecting golden lintel of the 
second shrine, which Is about seven 
fe t high. 
W hat im pressed 
one 
more than 
anything else in the intriguing, fes­ 
tive air of this resplendent sepulchur 
are the interior decorations of the 
wall of the shrine. These are chiefly 
golden, inscribed with endless lines 
of 
heiroglyphics 
with 
figures, of 
birds, flowers and anim als set in a 
triple frame of broad 
black 
lines. 
This contrast of deep black and old 
gold recalls the art of old China or 
the decorative effects achieved by 
m odern designers in boudoirs with 
golden ceilings and black walls.
